Vintage aircraft and elite parachut- 
ists will slice through the skies 
above North Avenue Beach next 
weekend during the Chicago Air & 
Water Show, but it’s not enough for 
Chris Connelly: 

Without military headliners like 
the Air Force Thunderbirds roaring 
through the air, the father of two 
says making the trip from Palatine 
isn’t worth it. 

“There’s something more excit- 
ing about the military jets. They’re 
bigger, they’re louder, they’re fast- 
er,” said Connelly 50. “It’s more of 
the speed. You can’t really get that 
with the civilian acts.” 

The military grounded flyovers 
at special events and demonstration 
teams at air shows across the coun- 
try after federal budget cuts from 
sequestration took effect in March. 

That has caused a major head- 
ache for air show organizers, many 
of whom have relied on a military 
presence— from booming jets to 
displays— to provide variety and 
entertainment that will draw large 
crowds. Without the military head- 
liners, some air shows have canceled 
while others reported fewer attend- 


ees or a less enthusiastic crowd. 

The cancellation of the Thun- 
derbirds, a precision flight team, 
forced the Chicago Air & Water 
Show to book six new acts as a way 
to persuade lakefront visitors to 
come back. While some civilian- 
owned jets and former military 
planes will be a part of this year’s 
show, there isn’t an expectation of 
the same panache that the Thun- 
derbirds and the Navy Blue Angels 
bring. The two alternate perform- 
ing in Chicago. 

Most air shows are going through 
trial and error as organizers fig- 
ure out what kinds of civilian acts 
can successfully take the military’s 
place, said John Cudahy president 
of the International Council of Air 
Shows. What they learn this year 
will be especially important because 
it’s unclear whether the Thunder- 
birds will return to the air show cir- 
cuit next year. The Blue Angels are 
scheduled to resume their appear- 
ances in 2014, the Navy said. 

“The air show industry is really 
dealing with unprecedented times,” 
Cudahy said. “We’ve been sort of on 
a ... diet on how to run shows with- 
out any military at aU.” 


DID YOU KNOW? 

Air shows are charged a fee for the Thunderbirds or Blue Angels to perform, 
but the charge doesn’t cover everything. The military picks up the pilot 
training and travel expenses, spokeswomen for the Air Force and Navy said.

Located in Downtown 
Chicago 
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Revamp of secret space on Northwest Side 
has some smiling— some, not so much

The 6o6 is the name recently 
bestowed to a project to convert an 
abandoned elevated railroad track 


that runs through Northwest Side 
neighborhoods from Bucktown to 
Humboldt Park. The three-mile trail, 
once a space for freight train traffic, is 
scheduled to undergo a major renova- 
tion starting this month. 


The face-lift will transform the trail, now 
a rocky path that’s closed to pedestrian 
traffic— though runners and dog walkers 
trespass onto the trail through holes cut in 
fences along the path. 

When it’s complete, the 6o6 will be a 
paved path alongside five parks with user 
access. Other features include a skate park 
and an observatory 

The project, more than a decade in the 
making, is similar to the High Line, a public 
park built on an elevated rail line in Man- 
hattan. 

Over the years, advocates have debated 
over what the Bloomingdale Trail should 
look like and what features it should have. 
Most recently, the city decided to call the 
project the 6o6 in reference to the first 
three digits of Chicago’s ZIP code. 

The city says the 6o6 name ties together 
Chicago neighborhoods, as the finished 
trail will, but not everyone likes it. Some 
path users say they’ll continue to call it the 
Bloomingdale Trail. 

The project is estimated to cost $91 mil- 
lion, which will come from grants and pri- 
vate fundraising. The first phase is expected 
to be completed by fall 2014. 

In the meantime, RedEye talked to 
runners, business- and homeowners and 
photographers who currently use the trail 
between Ridgeway and Ashland avenues 
about where it is now and where they hope 
it will go.

Tries to be a gentleman everywhere 
in Chicago— except for the 606 

The trail is the only place he feels com- 
fortable taking off his shirt while running 
west. 

“As a guy, I think it’s a little inappropri- 
ate when you’re running in the streets or 
on the sidewalks without a shirt. I was al- 
ways taught in high school that it’s never 
really a gentleman’s thing to do-take 
your shirt off in public,’’ said Moran, 30. 

Moran said he runs there a few times 
during the week. 

“It’s not anything like running on the 
sidewalk or running on the roads,” Moran 
said of the trail’s rocky and sometimes 
glass-laden surface. 

He said he rarely runs into more than 
a handful of people on the trail, which 
he knows will change next year. He real- 
izes his shirtless sanctuary may become 
overrun with traffic. 

Still, he believes the changes to the 
606 will add value to his neighborhood 
(Bucktown)-even though he may not 
be a trail neighbor for much longer. The 
apartment he is renting is being torn 
down in favor of luxury condos, and he 
has to vacate this summer. 

“I want to stay close by,” Moran said. 
“The trail is only making [Bucktown] 
more of an appealing place to be.”

Call it the 606. Call it the Blooming- 
dale Trail. Just call it ready for con- 
struction. 
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Doesn’t live anywhere near the 606— 
yet he knows every inch of the trail 

Since 2009, the Hyde Park resident has been 
photographing the 606 for two to four hours 
at a time, typically two to three times a month. 

His goal? 

“To provide a portrait of what life is like 
on the Bloomingdale Trail before everything 
changes,” said Schalliol, 36. ‘Tm getting a 
sense of how the place is now before it is radi- 
cally transformed.” 

At first, Schalliol started to document the 
trail by bicycle, but then he decided “maybe 
the best way was to slow down and take it in.” 

Now he typically walks the trail. Sometimes 
he brings a ladder to get a better view. Usually 
he tries to contrast his hours to capture the 
trail in varying sunlight. 

“I really came to understand the different 
parts of the trail during different parts of the 
day,” Schalliol said. 

His two favorite parts of the trail are an 
area near Whipple Street in Logan Square by 
Julia de Burgos Park and just west of the “L” 
overpass by Milwaukee Avenue, which he said 
reflects a “special, urban feel.” 

His 606 photographs, of which he has 
thousands, have been used in the ex- 
hibit “Reframing Ruin: A Prelude to the 
Bloomingdale Trail,” which is presented by 
the Friends of Bloomingdale Trail community 
group, formed a decade ago to advocate for 
an elevated park, and the Trust for Public Land. 

The pictures are on display through Aug. 22 
at the Center for Neighborhood Technology 
Energy, 1741 N. Western Ave. 

“It is important to document what’s going 
on in this place,” Schalliol said. “It is worth 
spending the time and effort and energy.” 


When Knoerle first moved off the 606 with 
his wife, Judie, in 1999, freight trains were still 
traveling the trail. 

Now Knoerle’s neighboring Walsh Park 
may feature a concrete skateboard space. 

“It’s going to be insane,” Knoerle said. 
“We’ve been blessed to have a very quiet 
block here, and that’s going to change.” 

Though he believes the project will in- 
crease his property value, and he enjoys occa- 
sionally walking the trail, he has concerns that 
crime and traffic will increase. 

Beth White, the Chicago-area office direc- 
tor for the Trust for Public Land, said the 
concrete space in Walsh Park won’t just be for 
skateboarders, but rather a “wheel-friendly 
space” that can be used for concerts and 
plays. People in wheelchairs will be able to 
utilize it as well. 

“It’s going to be a far safer space and actu- 
ally a more quiet space than what is there 
now,” White said. 

Knoerle said in recent years, trailgoers 
have thrown rocks at car windows and tagged 
walls of homes adjacent to the 606. Knoerle 
said he’s asked for an increase in bike patrols 
of the area. A Chicago police spokesman said 
the trail sees very little crime and police regu- 
larly patrol the area. 

Knoerle’s now worried that the proposed 
changes would significantly increase the 
amount of traffic to his block. Knoerle said 
he’s gathering petition signatures so the Trust 
could rethink the skate park for Walsh Park, 
which is expected to be the largest of the 
five access parks. “It will be like living along 
the bike trail on the beach,” Knoerle said. “It 
doesn’t seem a pleasant prospect.”

More dog walkers on the 606 
could mean free advertising for 
the Logan Square pet boarding 
and day care facility, just west 
of the trail, off Bloomingdale 
Avenue. Already from the 606, 
users can see 40 to 50 Rockstar 
dogs playing in the company’s 
backyard at any given time, 
Rodriguez said. 

But more trailgoers could also 
mean more people who try to call 
out or whistle to the dogs playing 
in the yard. That could cause the 
dogs to bark incessantly, which 
could lead to noise complaints 
from neighbors, Rodriguez said. 

“If [trailgoers] 
try to get 
our dogs’ 
attention, it’s 
going to cause 
a problem with 
our dogs. ... It 
just gets loud 
and noisy.”

Rodriguez, 41, said he’s 
contacted the Trust for Public 
Land, a national land conservation 
organization hired by the city to 
manage the 606 project, about 
installing a fence near his business 
to shield the dogs, but he hasn’t 
heard back about his idea. 

Beth White, the Chicago-area 
office director for the Trust, said, 
“We’ve been taking a look at all the 
solutions. There are a lot of details 
to work out along the three miles.”

Four brainy sci-fi flicks to 
match wits with ‘Elysium’

“Elysium” has been called a “socialist” block- 
buster, thanks to a plot that finds a group of 
impoverished Earthlings rising up to take on a 
group of i-percenters who luxuriate on a posh 
space station without a care in the world. Star 
Matt Damon and director Neill Blomkamp 
insist the film has no political message, but 
with a plot that echoes the Occupy Wall Street 
movement, it’s clear that “Elysium” has more 
on its mind than popcorn. Here are four more 
films that don’t ask audiences to check their 
brains outside the multiplex. 

1. The Matrix 1999 

Brainy: Eew action movies draw on Plato’s Al- 
legory of the Cave, Buddhist teachings and the 
work of theorists like Jean Baudrillard to cook 
up a futuristic world where machines have cre- 
ated a simulated reality to control humanity 
A Few IQ Points Short of Intelligent: Some- 


body forgot to tell Keanu Reeves to drop the 
surfer voice. Also, both “Reloaded” and “Revo- 
lutions” weren’t thought-provoking ~ just bor- 
ing and pretentious. 

2. Minority Report 2002 

Brainy: Steven Spielberg’s thriller focused on 
a police force that uses a trio of psychics to 
arrest criminals before they commit crimes. 
At its heart, the film asks troubling questions 
about free will and seems to anticipate law- 
enforcement debates currently taking place 
in the country involving issues like stop-and- 
frisk and the widening expansion of govern- 
ment surveillance. 

A Few IQ Points Short of Intelligent: The big 

“reveal” is a howler, and the ending suffers 
from Spielberg’s addiction to syrup. 

3. The Fly 1986 

Brainy: In the hands of an idiosyncratic auteur 
like David Cronenberg, “The Ely” became a 
meditation on the horrors of aging, with many 
critics drawing parallels between the slow dis- 
solution of the mad scientist played by Jeff 


Goldblum and the AIDS epidemic that pre- 
maturely kiUed off scores of young men and 
women during the Reagan era. 

A Few IQ Points Short of Intelligent: There 
are a few cheap shocks, but like “Matrix,” the 
real sin was the moronic sequel the movie 
spawned, 1989’s “The Ely II.” 


Brainy: Ridley Scott’s adaptation of Philip 
K. Dick’s “Do Androids Dream of Electric 


Sheep?” is a visual feast that did more to estab- 
lish the look and feel of contemporary science- 
fiction than perhaps any other film in history 
Tucked inside this piece of futuristic noir is a 
penetrating fable that raises troubling ques- 
tions about artificial intelligence, the environ- 
ment and religion. 

A Few IQ Points Short of Intelligent: Scott ap- 
parently spent more time getting the lighting 
right than coaxing a compelling performance 
out of a somnolent Harrison Eord.
